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Veneres! Disease Attack 

Scarcely five years ago, 
thousands of infants were being 
born dead or horribly deformed due 
to the effects of Thalidomide, a drug 
administered to pregnant women. 
The tragedy created a public reac¬ 
tion of schock and anger so profound 
that the average citizen here and 
abroad has not forgotten. 

And yet, there is an easily cured 
disease that, in this country alone, 
has produced thousands of infants 
to be born crippled, blinded or dead. 
But this disease has not mobilized 
the American public for positive ac¬ 
tion as did the polio epidemic of 20 
years ago. Except in its victims, it 
does not inspire the fear and despair 
that the specter of concern should 
today. 

This great hitiaen cause of human 
suffering is Venereal Disease (VD). 

Venereal Disease has been 
allowed to reach epidemic propor¬ 
tions in this country because of 
widespread ignorance mistakenly 
thought to be ‘'morality." 

Society has never tolerated other 
communicable diseases such as 
smallpox, diptheria, tuberculosis, 
rubella or polio for a long time, yet 
we continue to tolerate venereal dis¬ 
ease 

The venereal disease epidemic 
,'ill not decrease until we have 
successfully mobilized our com¬ 
munities. In the battle against dis¬ 
ease in this country, America has 
made its greatest strides when the 
public, private and volunteer sectors 
joined hands in a working 
partnership. It is that formation of an 
alliance that has brought about 
programs to overcome countless 
epidemics and national tragedies. 

'I he solution to venerea! disease is 
education -- not the brand of educa¬ 
tion ihat convenes a captive 

uriien-;:; in a school room, but the 
kind o> education borne by com¬ 
mitted leadership. 

Jaycees have exhibited great skill 
•n influencing public opinion and 
community organization. It is the 
utilization of these talents that for¬ 
mulates the U.S. Jaycees VD Attack 
Program. The VD Attack Program is 
a supplementary effort which paves 


n i e- p'-c 


the way for every local and state 
organization to help form "Alliances 
For the Eradication of Venerea! 
Disease." Such an alliance in your 
community will develop a cadre of 
committed leadership that will 
assure a strong foundation for con¬ 
tinued involvement, diminish 
duplication of effort and stimulate 
widespread participation and sup¬ 
port. From such a strong community 
base, many imaginative programs 
can be implemented. 

Jaycees alone will not solve the 
venereal disease problem, but work¬ 
ing along side other civic groups, 
governmental agencies and com¬ 
munity leaders, our organization can 
provide continued effort. Venereal 
disease and its solution are highly 
lacking in strong, organized, com¬ 
mitted leadership. Until lately, it 
has been next to impossible to 
muster support or obtain adequate 
funds for control. The "Venereal 
Disease Attack Program" stresses 
emphasis on the involved volun¬ 
teer. It is more than passing out 
pamphlets, it is developing con¬ 
tinuous effort. It is.more than a news 
release, it is a continuous campaign. 
This "Attack" program is legislation, 
mobilization, youth involvement and 
support for public health officials. 

The U.S. Jaycees VD Attack Kit 
consists of factual information and 
guidelines for developing broad 
based community support and in¬ 
volvement. 

Four specific programs are 
described below which deal with the 
weakest elements of effective com¬ 
munity mobilization — individual in¬ 
volvement and sustained community 
action. 


VD Counterattack. 

This effort is designed to generate 
as much as six months of television, 
radio and newspaper publicity, and 
to actively involve a maximum 
number of private citizen volunteers. 
It requires a great deal of careful 
planning. 

This is a most ambitious, com¬ 
prehensive local VD educational 
program. It requires a good coor¬ 
dinating committee, but may be 
carried out on a relatively low 
budget. It reaches every level of the 
community. The idea is to recruit 


and organize enough "marchers’' to 
visit every home in the area to per¬ 
sonally deliver information on VD to 
householders.' No funds are 
collected. Ideally, one marcher is 
recruited and trained for each ten to 
fifteen homes. Many of these may be 
teenagers. Recruitment, organiza¬ 
tion, orientation and promotion re¬ 
quires from three to eight months, 
and needs support from all local • 
mass media. The prime objective of 
the VD Counterattack is not actually 
the delivery of material, but the 
changing of community attitudes 
through the personal involvement of 
the greatest possible number of 
citizens. 

Organizing Alliances 
For the Eradication 
of Venereal Disease. 

These are local voluntary 
organizations, often incorporated, 
compose-d of representatives of 
civic, social, fraternal, professional 
and service organizations and in¬ 
dividuals interested in coordinating 
community resources to combat 
local — area VD problems. Their ac¬ 
tivities are largely educational, 
though a few are concerned with the 
establishment of supplementary 
diagnostic and treatment facilities. 
As parent organizations, they en¬ 
courage, organize and sponsor 
educational projects. 

Organize and Publicize 
a Speakers’ Bureau. 

These are composed of 
volunteers, often teenagers, who 
train to speak about venereal dis¬ 
ease to community groups. Local 
health department personnel often 
assist in training such speakers. 
Organization of a speakers’, bureau 
is one of the first activities under¬ 
taken by most Alliances. 

Operation Venus Hotline 

This consists basically of a 
telephone number plus a cadre of 
persons trained to discuss venereal 
disease problems with callers and 
i recommend sources of diagnosis 
and treatment. The original Opera- 
I tion Venus has been operated en¬ 
tirely by teenagers who also 
• provided free transportation to their 
I own free diagnostic and treatment 
- facilities. Teens ana others trained 
; for VD Hot Line duty have also per- 
: formed double service as members 
3 of speakers’ bureaus. Emphasis 
t should be on teenage involvement. 
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Jaycees Making History 

N©ver before in our nation s 
history has any group (especially a 
civic organization) approached 
alcohol abuse prevention in a 
positive and realistic manner. 
Jaycoes are taking a new look at the 
old sauce in a new alcohol education 
program called Operation 
THRESHOLD. It’s not a temperance 
effort. Operation THRESHOLD for 
the first time ever is encouraging 
responses drinking practices for 
those who choose to drink, and 
fostering a new national attitude 
regarding alcohol's role in society 
. and culture. 

The Need is Easily 
Understood 

Just think for a moment of a 
reiativs, friend, or family member 
who may have' a serious drinking 
problem. It's not difficult, is it? There 
■ are nine million alcoholic Americans 
constituting the nation’s undisputed 
number one drug problem. Fifty per¬ 
cent of all highway traffic fatalities 
are alcohol-related. Six out of every 
ten fatal traffic fatalities involving 
youths aged 16 to 24 are alcohol- 
related, clearly making misuse of 
alcohol the biggest killer of our 
young. The need to prevent such 
tragedy is urgent and real, and now 
Jaycees can be the first to do 
something about it. Jaycees can now 
help meet state and local community 
needs in th9 alcoholism field by 
working with local community 
alcohol educators and agencies.

Philosophy 

; Whether one drinks or not should 
be a personal, private decision. 


A person's decision to drink j-, 
(responsibly) should be respected if n 
that is his choice, and just as impor- s 
tantly, an individual's decision not to j 
drink should be respected. Respon- a 
sible drinking depends on knowing a 
how to drink. However, anybody 0 
choosing to drink has a responsibili-’ 
ty not to destroy himself or society. * 
This, in its broadest sense, is 
responsible drinking.

(5) PROJECT UPGRADE. Essential¬ 
ly brings the new responsible 
drinking theme as revealed in first- 
class, high-powered, snazzy 
publications to the attention of a 
wide spectrum of community people 
including educators, law enforce¬ 
ment people, the medical profes¬ 
sion, elected officials, social agency 
directors and counselors, clergy, 
business and industry medical and 
personnel department heads, 
college department heads and a 
host of others. 

(3) OTHERS. Any creative alcohol 
education projects you can develop 
with local resource people will be 
considered for grants (as explained 
below). These might include a labor- 
management alcoholism seminar, a 
special medical school program for 
Jaycee physicians and professionals 
available from your Jaycees national 
alcohol program manager, and 
others.

Emphasis for Jaycees in Safety is the continued 
development of adequate emergency medical services, 
primarily through the adoption and implementation by local 
chapters of "Before the Emergency". Jaycees will also be 
introduced this year to a newly adopted fire rescue alert 
program "Operation Red Ball", which will be distributed in 
August for implementation during the school year. 


Before the Emergency 

In safety programs across America, there is a growing 
concern over the number of deaths that occur from the time 
of an accident or catastrophe, and the time an individual 
reaches adequate medical facilities and proper treatment. This 
program. Before the Emergency, is an educational-training 
program' designed to involve the community as a team in 
preparing for any potential emergency. It involves training

Project Mainstream is a program of joint action efforts between Jaycees anri other community organizations active in Housing 
Development. Economic Development. Resource Mobilization and Community Interaction. Project Mainstream is funded by a 
erant from the U.S. Office of Economic Opportunity to the -L’.S. Jaycees Foundation. 
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Eleven Jaycees chapters in an eight county area of 
Wisconsin joined with the West Cap Community Action 
Agency last year to help 4,200 homebound handicapped 
persons increase their employment potential. 

The Jaycees received a S3,600 target grant as well j a 
S500 “local” grant from Project Mainstream to operate 
the program, which teaches the handicapped craft skills 
and markets their products. Jaycees and Jay-c-ettes 
hope eventually to involve at least 2,000 persons in the 
“Helping Hands” program. 

“Helping Hands” is a non-profit organization, with 
9QL of the retail sales price being returned to the han¬ 
dicapped crattsmen, 97v of whom have incomes below 
the federal poverty guidelines. 

The handicapped are interviewed by a craft specialist 
who is also alert to personal needs such as health, diet, 
transportation and legal problems. The specialist then 
works with individuals teaching them new craft techni¬ 
ques and demonstrating new materials. 

Items are later picked up at the handicapped homes 
and delivered to the West Cap Community Action Agen¬ 
cy Central Store in Glenwood City to he distributed to 
local retail outlets. 

Last October, Helping Hands sold over $1,200 worth of 
crafts, more than any month since the program began. 
About 18-3 persons are presently producing crafts; over 
oOt> persons have been involved with the project. 

• Charlie Staunor of Barron, Wisconsin is only one of the 
many people who have been reached by Helping Hands. 

An 83 year old carpenter, Stauner helped construct 
manv of the buildings in his home town of Aimena, 
Wisconsin. 

However, when arthritis stopped Stauner from even 
lifting his hands over his head, he had to stop working. 
Active till his life with tools, Charlie couldn't stop com¬ 
pletely. So. he began making wooden toys for his 
grandchildren. Soon. Charlie was contacted by Helping 
Hand' and now has a useful occupation as a producer of 
doi! houses, ininature furniture and other toys to be sold 
oil the commercial market.

U. S. Jaycees open Center 
for Improved Child Nutrition 

The United States Jaycees Center for 
Improved Child Nutrition opened re¬ 
cently in formal ceremonies in Bloom¬ 
ington. Samuel D. Winer, National Pres¬ 
ident of The United States Jaycees, was 
present for the official opening along 
with many members of the Minneapolis 
Jaycees. 

Research has shown that it is far less 
costly and far more humane to deal with 
a child nutritionally during his formative 
years than to pay for him both medically 
and by welfare in later years. 

Consequently, a primary goal of the 
new center is to locate schools that 
don't have a School Food Program, and 
give them up-to-date, concise informa¬ 
tion and assistance in establishing such 
a program. 

According to the Center’s director, 
Robert Benedict, many school officials 
don't know what is available, what 
costs they will incur, or specifically how 


to get involved. Many don’t understand 
how imperative proper nutrition is to a 
child s physical, mental, and emotional 
development. 

Studies have shown that where 
school food programs have been intro¬ 
duced into economically deprived 
areas, the school drop-out rate is dras¬ 
tically reduced, the student’s overall 
academic performance increases and 
health care problems and costs are de¬ 
creased. It is estimated that there are 
some 87 million children in over 18,000 
schools where no food programs are in 

f ct. 

he U.S. Jaycees Center for Im- 
✓ed Child Nutrition receives funding 
from two organizations: The National 
Qb MNut.Cition Project has"contributed 
$20,000 to the Center, and also assists 
the Jaycees’ effort with technical and 
resource assistance; also received to 
date is a $2000 grant from th e Eli Lilly 
Found at ion, v/hich has long been active 
in the fields of human improvement.
